I have positive in- 
formation showing such a small per- 
centage of actual results from

disastrous method that it should be 
stopped at once. 4Jcre is a chance for 
the Izaak "Waltons to function. 


Our Rainbow trout, whether cast 


or west, all spawn in the spring: in 
the eastern part of the country early, 
in February and March: in the west- 
ern country they spawn later, along 
into April and even into May in some 
cases. The Speckled trout spawn in 
November. For that reason, the law- 
should be changed to stop all fishing 
in Wisconsin about the end of July. 
It would mean more fish for the next 
year. These fish are not heavy pro- 
ducers—mature females 
carry only 


about two or three thousand eggs. 


The catching of 
Rainbow 
trout 


might well be deferred until about 
June first and continued through Au- 
gust. Or both of the seasons could be 
shortened even more.

done- ifi that way means more fish be- 
cause less of the spawners would be 
taken. The Rainbow will survive the 
Speckled trout owing to his greater 
ability to thrive in warmer water; and

The female Rainbow is not produc-

The 
creed of the backers of this vicious 
law is, save the li" fish under seven 
inches and kill the spawners, the re- 
producer^.'because they are over sev- 
en inches. And, tho little fish under 
seven inches -are not saved. On the 
contrary, they are killed when once 
hooked, at least ninety percent.

•tias Tbeen determined that gasoline 
processes -frequently are superior to 
gasoline pbtained .by. straight distilla- 
tion from crude petroleum so far as 
knocking in the engine is- concerned, 
but information has been lacking as 
tOv. the- relative merit of cracked and 
straight run gas in the matter of en- 
gine starting.

Day celebration tn the country can be 
quite as significant as the ono tbls 
historic Virginia city is holding. 


In a picturesque little old house on 


a sldo "street here once lived Mary 
Ball Washington, mother of George 
Washington. And tho women of Vip 
glnla are holding special ceremonies 
Jn this building as part of an effort to 
collect funds to preserve it as a na- 
tional shrine. 


The house—a mere cottage original- 


ly, but enlarged by Washington after 
he bought it—came into possession of 
the Washingtons in 1772. When the 
Revolution loomed on the horizon, and 
it became evident 
there was trouble 


Bhcad. Washington urged his mother 
to leave her country 
home, on the 


Rappahannock, and move into Freder- 
ichsburg. For a time she demurred: 
finally, however, in March, 1775, she 
consented, and she made her home in 
the little house until 
her death 
in 


1789. 


Washington and his sister Betty, it 


is recorded, helped her move and made 
her comfortable 
her new surround- 


ings. It is said that at first she did not 
like leaving her 
country home, but 


that she soon got used to town life 
and was glad 
she had 
made 
the 


change. 


Tho rooms of the old house, still fur- 


nished as they were in Revolutionary 
days, are filled with historic associa- 
tions. 


In this house Mrs. Washington, one 


winter day. received a courier from 
her son telling her that he had ferried 
his army across the Delaware river 
and had whipped the British at Tren- 
ton. 
And here, after the Revolution 


had thundered 
up to its climax at 


Yorktown, Washington led a group of 
French and American officers to cele- 
brate the surrender of 
Cornwalhs 


That home-coming was the first time 
mother and son had seen one another 
in nearly seven years. 


To this house, also, came Washing- 


ton in December, 
17S3, when peace

The pedestrian has finally found a 


champion In the common council of 
the city of Appleton, it was indicated 
"Wednesday evening when the alder- 
men approved sections of the revised 
city ordinances. 


No longer will a pedestrian have to 


take a chance with motorists who rush 


' across the crosswalk lines as tho traf- 


fic lights turn to,green; no more will 
he have to dodge automobiles trying 
to beat the amber lights, or wait un- 
til the motorists gets under way af- 
ter stopping for an arterial highway 
and disregards the pedestrian. 


The new city traffic ordinances pro- 


vide that when a pedestrian Is travers- 
ing: a half section of the street when a 
traffic signal change is given, the au- 
tomobile driver must wait until the 
pedestrian is out of danger. The rule 
also holds where automobiles 
are 


stopped for an arterial highway. 
If, 


after the car comes to a halt, a 
pedestrian has reached that particular 
section of the road all he must do to 
command the right of way is hold up 
his hand palm outward until he reach- 
es the sidewalk. 


CAN'T RACE LIGHTS 


<• The new ordinance also settles once 
and forever the purpose of the amber 
lights as traffic signals. The amber 
light is to leLlhe intersection become 
clear of automobiles; motorists are 
not allowed to enter a zone while the 
amber light is on. 


However, there also are provisions 


in the new ordinances which probably 
will not meet with favor among pedes- 
trians. One provision says a pedes- 
trian cannot cross the street if the 
traffic lights are against him. Neither 
is crossing streets in the middle of the 
block permitted, 
especially in the 


business district. In residence dis- 
tricts the street can be crossed pro- 
viding the pedestrian does so at right 
angle to tho sidewalks. 


The new ordinance will also sound 


the deathknell for use of city streets 
as a garage. 
This provision is in- 


corporated in a section which prohibits 
parking on city streets between 1 and 
6 o'clock in the morning. 


TRAFFIC LANES 


The bicycle rider also comes in for 


fe new ruling. Bicyclists will be pro- 
hibted from carrying a passenger on 
the handle bars and they must stay 
on the extreme right side of a road. 


Another provision of the_ new ordi- 


nances allows for traffic lanes on busi- 
ness streets and gives the street de- 
partment authority to paint such lanes 
whenever it is deemed necessary. This 
system also requires that persons 
about to make right hand turns take 
the extreme right lane; those who in- 
tend to go through must follow the 
left lane. 
The general 
traffic laws of 
the 
state of Wisconsin all are incorporated 
in the new ordinances to permit the 
city to collect fines accruing from, vl 
olations. Only in one or two instances 
did the aldermen object to sections o 
the -proposed ordinances. These wil
